Provision is made for the establish- 
ment by the board of a pension fund,

member of the force, The board may

The Medical Officer of Health 
wants to quarantine people who 
cateh ‘the grip.’? Whatever 
comes of the proposal, the fact 
that it is made will help to dispel 
the prevalent idea that this ma 
lady is only one of an exceedingly 
unpleasant but not very serious 
nature. In point of fact there are 
few kinds of sickness which so 
thoroughly rack the human sys- 
fem, search out its weak points, 
and leave if niore liable to future 
attack. Deaths from the disease 
are fairly frequent, and perman- 
ently impaired health is the very 
common legacy it leaves with its 
victims. That it is ‘‘ecatching’’ is 
pretty generally understood, yet 
precautions against infection are 
not considered seriously. If quar- 
autine regulations are adopted 
they will no doubt be of modified 
form, and designed to warn peo- 
ple of the danger without alto- 
gether isolating the afflieted 
household. 

Feeding pigs is not a subject in 
which city folk appear to have any 
personal interest. But they have. 
When pigs are fed with the un- 
cooked contents of city garbage 
cans they take cholera and die off ; 
and when pigs die off the price of 
pork goes up. There was an epi- 
demic of hog cholera in this dis- 
trict a few years ago, supposed to 
have been caused or aggravated by 
ihe feeding of uncooked garbage 
from the city cans. There was 
some talk at the time of making 
arrangements whereby this other- 
wise waste material would be 
reudered fit for pig-feed by cook- 
ing. Nothing came of the talk, 
and now the city council is facing 
the problem again, It is to be 
hoped this time there will be re 
sults. The hog raising industry is 
too important to be risked, and 
jothing can wipe it out of exist- 
ence more quickly than an out- 
break of cholera,

It is 
obvious that these roads have both 
location and direction that will 
make them of most use to the city 
when completed. The territory

already occupied by settlers, was 
indeed occupied before their con- 
struction was begun. Failing the 
fulfilment of expectations of rail- 
Way construction, development has 
been retarded and population has 
tended to decrease rather than in- 
crease, Such conditions are natur- 
ally not business getters for Ed. 
monton, and naturally the citizens 
of Edmonton, and especially the 
business men, are interested in 
knowing how, why and by whom 
these conditions exist. The roads 
were chartered by the Pro 
gislature in 1910. The 
Canadian Northern Western Rail- 
way Company—in other words our 
old friends, Bill and Dan—hold 
the charters. The northwesterly 
line is charatered through White- 


court and Grand Prairie to the 
western boundary of Alberta. It 
is known as the Peace River 


branch of the Canadian Northern, 
The northeasterly line follows the 
Saskatchewan river on its north 
side to the eestern boundary of 
the province. There it is oxpected 
ultimately to connect with a line 
from Battleford, and so give the 
C.N.R. system a route from Ed 
monton to Battleford north of the 
river. 

The Dominion owned the land 
resources of 
both Alberta and Saskatchewan, 
and were, therefore, charged with 
the responsibility of securing the 
settlement and development of 
the country by promotion of im- 
migration and railway building, 
As a matter of fact the Dominion 
did actively encourage immigra- 
tion to the distriets to be develop- 
ed by these lines. But immigra- 
tion was flowing in very rapidly 
and spreading over more territory 
than the Dominion was prepared 
to supply with railway facilities 
by granting necessary aid. There 
may have been some reason for 
that attitude at that time. The 
transcontinental lines of the Cana- 
dian Northern and the Grand 
Trunk Pacific were being pushed 


to completion. The Dominion 
government had its hands full 
With these two transcontinental 


projects, and referred the railway 
companies seeking aid for branch 
lines to the several Provincial gov- 
ernments, It was no part of the 
inherent responsibilities of the 
Provincial governments to develop 
the country by railways in ad- 
vance of settlement. But in these 
two—as in many other—cases the 
people were already in occupation. 
As a result of the Dominion gov- 
ernmeuts inmigration activities, 
they needed and were clamoring 
for railway facilities, and the Pro- 
vincial government came to their 
aid by a charter and a guarantee 
of bonds.

In the hope of securing the com- 
pletion of the 100 miles of the St. 
Paul line that had been guaran- 
teed at $13,000 a mile, in 1914 a 
further guarantee of $5,000 a mile 
was given by the Alberta legisla- 
ture, The bonds thus guaranteed 
have not yet been sold. Follow- 
ing this additional guarantee grad- 
ing was recommenced in 1915, and 
was continued until 100 miles had 
been completed in 1916.  Track- 
laying was begun during the pre- 
sent winter, and some twelve miles 
of track has been laid. But tne 
company is using no serious effort 
to push the work although the 
rails are available, having been 
taken off the main line, which is 
being relaid with 80 pound steel. 
Naturally the settlers in the coun- 
try to be served by this branch, 
some of whom are now over a hun- 
dred miles from a railway, are 
very imuch disappointed at the 
failure of the railway company to 
construct. Every endeavor is 
being made by interested parties 
to turn this natural disappoint- 
ment to political account, and by 
using it as a basis of attack upon 
the Provincial government. It is 
surely a strange twist of human 
mind that blames the government 
that pledged the credit of the 
provinee to fhe amount of nearly 
two million dollars to secure the 
building of 100 miles of railway, 
because the railway has not been 
completed. Surely it would be 
only fair to say that whoever else 
might be in fault the Wrovincial 
government had done its part to 
secure for the settlers the railway 
facilities they so much need, The 
Provincial government having 
given the usual amount of aid in 
the usual form, it is the Dominion 
government which owns the land 
and which brought the people, 
and the company that holds the 
charter and received the aid who 
are responsible to the people if it | 
is not built. 

In ease it may be suggested that 
the Provineial government is to | 
blame for failure to make proper 
arrangements with the railway 
company 40 senneetion .wath the 
guarantee given, it may be as well 
to set forth exactly what the situa- 
tion is. As security for the 
guarantee given the Provincial 
government holds a first mortgage 
on the railway. That is, if the 
railway company fails to pay the | 
interest on the guaranteed bonds 
when due and the province is com- 
pelled to pay, it thereby becomes 
the owner of the road, and can 
dispose of it as it pleases. To the 
C.P.R, for instance. 

In the early session of 1914 the 
Dominion government guaranteed 
bonds of the Canadian Norchern 
for 45 millions, and took as se- 
curity a second mortgage on all 
the railway lines of the company, 
including the St. Paul and White- 
court branches. At that time only 
ten or twelve miles of the St. Paul 
line was graded, so that the se- 
curity so far as that line was con- 
cerned was really only on the 
eharter and on the money that 
had been raised on the bonds 
guaranteed by the province, not 
on an actual railway. The Do- 
minion guarantee was given to 
enable the company to raise money 
to pay off indebtedness and to 
complete works in progress. No 
part of this money was used to 
complete the St. Paul branch. But | 
the St. Paul branch was part of 
the security to the Dominion, 
which enabled the C.N.R. to raise 
money to complete other enter- 
prises in other parts of the Do- 
minion. When the Provincial 
government had supplemented 
their first guarantee of $13,000 a 
mile on the St, Paul branch with | 
a further guarantee of $5,000 a 
mile, the company used the money 
raised on the first guarantee to 
complete the grading, and again 
work came to a full stop. 
C.N.R, was unable to pay the 
interest on their bonds last year. 
In order to prevent the St. Paul 
and Whitecourt branches from 
falling into the hands of the Pro- 
vincial government, as otherwise 
they must have done, the Domin- 
ion government provided money 
to enable the company to pay the 
interest ou the guaranteed bonds,

Besides holding 
a second mortgage on these lines, 
the Dominion government holds 
40 per cent. of the stock of the 
Canadian Northern. The railway 
company and the Dominion gov- 
ernment are, therefore, the parties 
directly and solely responsible for 
the failure of the company to live 
up to its arrangement with the 
Provincial government and com- 
plete the railways. The Provincial 
government has gone as far as the 
interests of the province as a whole 
permit it to go in the effort to 
supply railway facilities to the 
settlers northwest and northeast 
of Edmonton through the Cana- 
dian Northern Railway Company. 
In attacking the Provincial gov- 
ernment people are ‘‘ barking up 
the wrong tree.’’ It is not the 
Provincial government which gave 
a guarantee sufficient to build the 
road that has prevented it from 
being built. It is the railway com- 
pany that. refuses to complete and 
the Dominion government which | 
has the power and refuses to use | 
it to assist or to make the company 
complete. So long as the people 
interested blame the Provincial 
government thst has done all it 
can or ought to do the Dominion 
yovernnent has no reason to 


force the company to build. It ‘s 


certainly good polities—of the 
Bob Rogers class—to blame the 
Provincial government for the 
condition for which the Dominion 
government and the Canadian 
Northern Railway Company are 
directly and solely responsible. 
The Dominion government has 
seen fit to pay eash out of the 
publie treasury in order to retain 
the roads in the hands of the 
Canadian Northern, and keep them 
out of the hands of the Provincial 
government. Having taken the 
financial responsibility and control 
off the shoulders of the Provincial 
government, it is for them to take 
means to secure the construction 
of the roads. If the aid derived 
from the Provincial guarantee is 
not sufficient there is no reason 
why it should not be supplemented 
with the usual cash subsidy from 
the Dominion treasury, as in the 
case of all, or almost all, railways 
built in Eastern Canada. Why 
should the government that gives 
from 3,200 to $6,400 a mile in cash 
to alinost every road built in East- 
ern Canada refuse like considera- | 
tion—if if is necessary——to secure | 
the completion of twe railways 
upon the bonds of which the Do- 
ninion is now paying interest 
while the roads remain without 
earning capacity and give nO ac- 
commodation to the public. The | 
building of these railways was a | 
Dominion responsibility in the first | 
place. The province gave aid that | 
the Dominion was then unable or | 
unwilling to give. The Dominion | 
afterwards stepped in between the 
Provincial government and the 
railway company. It is now up 


to the Dominion to see that the | ‘ 


railways are completed,

Any bank in Canada must have at 
least $500,000 subscribed capital, and 
before the bank can obtain a certifi- 
cate from the treasury board allowing 
it to commence business it must have 
received at least $250,000 in cash on 
its subscriptions, and no subscription 
will be deemed to be complete until at 
least 10 per cent, of the amount sub- 
scribed has been paid in in cash, 

Directly the provisional directors 
have collected $250,000 on account of 
stock subscriptions they must pay this 
over to the minister of finance until 
such time ag the treasury board is- 
sues the directors a certificate allow- 
ing them to commence business. 
When the certificate is issued the min- 
ister of finance retains $5,000, and 
pays sume into the bank  cireulation 
redemption fund, which is kept to re- 
deem the notes of all the banks; the 
balance, $245,000, is paid te the direc- 
tors of the bank. 

Banks are prohibited from issuing 
notes of less than $5 by the Bank Act. 

The shareholders are liable on their 
stock up to double its par value, that 
is to say, if & shareholder owns $100 
worth of fully-paid-up bank  asatock, 
and the bank becomes insolvent, he is 
liable to have to contribute $100 to 
the bank assets if such contribution 
is necessary to meet the liabilities. 

There is only one kind of stock is- 
sued by a bank—common stock.

Waterproofing Cloth, 

To the Bulletin; I should appreciate 
it if you would give me through your 
answers column a formula for water- 
prooting cloth,

Without considering the methods by 
which cloth is waterproofed with rulb- 
ber, there are several processes 47 
practical use by which cloth is render- 
ed non-absorbent of water—and for 
all practical purposes waterproof 
without materialy affecting its color 
or appearance, greatly increasing its 
weight or rendering it entirely water- 
proof, These depend mainly upon the 
reaction between two or more sub- 
stances, in consequence of which «a 
substance insoluble in water is depos 
ited in the fibers of the cloth, Lowry's 
process is: 

Two ounces of soap, four ounces 
glue and one gallon of water .Softe 
the glue in cold water and dissolve | 
together with the soap, in the water 
by aid of heat and agitation. The cloth 
is filled with this solution by bolling 
it in the liquid for several hours, th: 


time required depending upon the 
kind of filjer and thickness of the 
cloth. When properly saturated, the 
excess of liquid is wrung out, the cloth 


is exposed to the air until nearly dry, 

then digested for five to twelve hours 

in the follpwing solution: Alum, thir 

teen ouncés ;salt, fifteen ounces; wa 

ter, one gallon. It is finaly wrung 
| cut, rinsed in clean water and dried at 

a temperature of about 80 degrees 
Fahrenheit.
